NO MOKE FlllSK PASSES. 


Further Proceedings of the International 


Asflociation of Fair Hanagers. 


ST. Louis, Mo., June 4.—During the 


morning session of tho Fair Managers' 
Convention, besides the constitution and 
by-laws, the following resolution wus 
'also presented by the committee: 


WHEREAS, In 1892 tho 400tb anniver- 


sary of the discovery ol America by Co- 
lumbus will occur; und ' 


WHEREAS, That anniversary should bo 


appropriately celebrated and can be most 
fittingly commemorated by a World's Ex- 
position and Fair, designed particularly 
to exhibit tac products, arts and manu- 
factures of North and South America aud 
tho Islands of the Western Hemisphere; 
therefore 


Resolved, That tbe President of this as- 


sociation appoint a special committee of 
thirteen to report at the next annual con- 
vention, or sooner, If practicable, a plan 
of organization and management of a 
world's fair, to be held at that time, und 
wo would suggest St. Louis as the place 
to commeaoratc tho event. 


Considerable discussion followed the 


presentation ol tho resolution, aud an 
eloquent speech was mado by Mr. Cha's. 
Gibson In favor of St. Louis as the place. 
Tho resolution was adopted.

mittee of secretaries on the aclvisibility 
of adopting a system of admission tick- 
ets, a schedule of premiums, niotlcs of 
advertising,

exhibits and awards of premiums as sug- 
gested by F. J. Wade of St. Louis, hub- 
mittcd a report asking for un extension 
of time on ull subjects except free passes, 
uud Iu that matter udviscd that no free 
passes bo given to exhibitors, but that 
they bo placed on tho sanio busia as the 
public and the entire system be abolished. 
The freo pass system is a burden on the 
poorer organizations, whlcharccompelled 
to follow tho riciicr, und there Is no good 
cause for It. Tho report was adopted.

judges recommended that euch associa- 
tion adopt its own rule. 


The proposition to endorse a plan to 


have an exhibition of American products 
In London was iiot accepted because,

the association would favor 


such u plan, if properly managed, it did 
not want to Indorse an individual eater- 
prise with which it was not familiar. 


Tho coDveution took a recess from one 


o'clock to 2 30 o'clock. This afternoon 
further reports were heard. A resolu- 
tion expressing thanks to Messrs. Charles 
Green, Julius S. Wulsh, S. M. Yeaman, 
T. T. Wade, the Southern Hotel and the 
press for courtesies extended was adopt- 
ed. The selection of.the time and place 
of holding the next convention was left 
to the Executive Board.
